Two Men Companions Perish 
When Craft Overturns in 
| Lake in Ontario.

Sixteen-year-old Margaret Murchi- 
son regained consciousness today 
after a heroic fight for life last- 
ing 72 hours in the waters of Lake 


Simcoe, during which her two men

Thursday from Big Bay Point in 
a sailing canoe, was drowned and 


‘the other, a veteran of the World 


War, died in her arms of heart 
disease. 


Verging On collapse from her 


she clung for three days and nights 
to the drifting canoe, clad only 
in a bething suit and sweater, and 
terribly sun-blistered, the girl wad 
found etruggling through a belt of 
reeds at Concord Point, near here, 
by Harry Grant of Toronto. She 
is now under medical attendance 
at a cottage here and is expected 
to recover fully unless pneumonia 
sets in. 
Scarcely Able to Speak. 

“T was in a row boat just off 
Concord Point, when I heard faint 
cries for heip,”” Grant s2id ‘oday. 
“I saw what first iwwoked like a 
little child, struggling through the 
reeds. 1 rowed ashore, where I 
found a young woman apparently 
about 17, clad only in a bath- 
ing suit and sweater, and bent 
almost double from exhaustion. 
dragging herself aiong by the aid 
of a stick. 

“She was horribly sun-burned 
and so weak she could scarcely 
speak, but when I asked her who 
she wag. she gasped out that her 
name was Margaret Murchison, 
and that she lived at Big Bay 
Point. Then I realized that shé 
was one of three persons who had 
been missing since last Thursday.” 

The girl, her brother-in-law, Ed- 
gar Smith, and Wilbur Hoskins set 
out from Big Bay Point Thursday 
afternoon, intending to go to Bar- 
rie. They were if a sponson canoe 
equipped with a sail. This type of 
canoe is built with air chambe:s 
running along either side, and is 
practically unsinkable. It will turn 
over, but will right itself again. 

Two Companions Perish. 

They had scarcely started when 
a sudden squall sprang up and 
tipped the canoe over, plunging 
them into the water. The lake was 
s0 rough that persons on shore ap- 
parently couldn't see that they 
were in difficulty. 

Wilbur Hoskins. according to 
Miss Murchison, clung to the over- 
turned canoe for a short time, but 
his strength finally guve out and 
he went urmder. As the canoe right- 
ed itself she pulled Smith into it. 
Again it turned over, and again 
she helped the almost exbausted 
man back to safety. A third time, 
and Smith collapsed, dying from 
exhaustion as she held him. 

Realizing that he was dead, the 
girl put on his sweater. With the 
next wave that. struck the canoe 
Smith's body was washed over- 
board and sank, but the girl re- 
tained her hold. 

From Thursday afternoon to 
Sunday evening, she said, she was 
either drifting in the canoe or 
clinging to its keel.

BROKER MAKES 


Chicago Dealer Also Said to 
Have Profited Largely in 
Wheat Advance. 


rs 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, July 15.—One of the 
biggest “killings” on the Chicago 
Board of Trade in recent years, 
was reported by brokers to,have 
been made by Arthur W. Cutten, 
Chicago grain merchant, yester- 
day, who s06ld the last 300,000 
bushels .of a big holding of 
July corn to a glucose concern ata 
Price around $1.10. His profits 


since corn teok a jump of 40 cents 
from recent low figures are estt- 
mated by brokers at between $1,- 
£00,000 and $1,860,000. 

In addition to his heavy deals in 
cash corn, Mr. Cutten, who terms 
himself “a cash grain merchant 
and dirt farmer,” and whose farm 
near Chicago is one of the show 
piaces of Du Page County, is cred- 
ited with having made a large sum 
on the recent wheat advance of 
from”0 to 25 cents a bushel in the 
Chicago and Winnipeg markets. 

His heavy profits, brokers said, 
were due to his faith in his predic- 
tion made some time ago, _ that 
corn would take a jump. He fol- 
lowed this judgment persistently in 
his tradinz, his friends said, de- 
spite the fact that he was com- 
pelled to take Jarge losses during 
May when he was reported to have 
been forced to pay for 4,000,000 
bushels of cash corn bought on 
contracts for May delivery. A 
month ago he predicted corn 
would reach a dollar a bushel be- 
fore the end of July and wet 
weather which has held the crop 
back made his assertion true even 
sooner. , 

“I felt alf along that corn was 
worth more money,” he said in dis- 
cussing yesterday's deal, “‘and that 
the Chicago stock, which only a 
little while ago was the largest in 
the country would all be wanted. I 
have sold my grain tnto consump- 
tive channels as prices moved up 
from 84 cents, the demand becom- 
ing more active as the price ad- 
vanced. As I sold my cash corn I 
took July in exchange, and have 
sold that out too, on a steadily ris- 
ing market.”’ 

Cuten invariably has taker the 
farmers’ side of the market and 
contended corn was worth more 
money even when the market was 
against him. He also predicted a 
higher price for wheat, still holds 
that position and has been one of 
the largest holders of futures in 
the Winnipeg market. 

James A. Patten, is also reported 
to have made a considerable 
amount of money through the dis- 
posal recently of 2,000,000 bushels 
of oats purchased in May when no 
one wanted oats and other dealers 
were predicting a big loss. . 
Cash corn here sold for $1.13 
yesterday within a cent of last 
year’s hizh point, while July corn 
was quoted at $1.19. July wheat 
also reached the highest mark of

Senator La Follette’s candidacy will be a strong. 
if mot the prime, factor in determining the issue of 
the presidential election, not because there is a pros 
pect of his election, but because his candidacy may 
cefeat all the presidential candidates and throw the 
«ection into Congress. . 

If Senator La Follette carries the Northwestern 
Republican states, as all observers predict he will. 
the election will hinge upon the results in New York, 
New Jersey and the Middle Western states. The 
Republican party will be split, and Mr. Coolidge will 
have to carry all the doubtful states in the East and 
the Middle West im order to be elected. That will be 
a difficult feat, especially in view of the fact that 
La Follette’s candidacy will probably draw heavily 
from certain groups of voters im all of these states 
where his ticket is presented om the ballot.

Coolidge can count only on the New England states. 

On the other hand, John W. Davis will have the 
solid Seuth, and almost certainly the fringe of states 
bordering the South, which were Democratic in the 
past and have shown independent inclinations in late 
slections. For instance, there is little doubt, unless 
some fatal mistake is made by the Democratic party 
within the State, that Missouri will go Democratic. 
Maryland, West Virginia and Kentucky may be 
counted as Democratic. There is ground for belief 
that Gev. Bryan will carry N and may capture 
a Republican state or two a it. So that the 
best chances lie with the Democratic ticket. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch pointed out exactly 
what would happen in the event of no election at 
the polls. In that event the election will go to the 
House of Representatives, where there is a tie. 
neither the Democratic nor the Republican party 
having a majority without a coalition with La Fol- 
jette’s progressive group. If an election is accom- 
plished in the House, it will be through the 4otes of 
the radicals, who will control it. A deadlock in 
the House wntil March 4 will throw the election 
into the Senate, where La Follette again holds the 
balance of power. The Senate, under the Constitu- 
tion, must elect one of the two leading candidates 
fer the vice presidency to be President. A deadlock 
there would block any election. But in view of the 
fact that Bryan ‘would be far more acceptable than 
Dawes to the La Follette group, probably a coalition 
between the Democrats and the La Follette Senators 
would result in the election of Gov. Bryan for Presi- 
dent.

© team gains more glory by winning or the 
caeaee losimg in the track and field.competition of 
ares Americans there is the satisfaction of hav- 
ing run far ahead in point scoring, of having taken 
12 firsts and added to their string of Olympic Vis 
tories. The youth of the world met in in 
rivalry in the traditional games, again acknowledge 
the United States supreme, rich in champions, sound 
in wind and limb. There was an unprecedented 
slaughter of world’s and Olympic records and in this 
the American team was a generous sharer. 

Yet Finland’s moral victory in achieving second 
place is in a way more impressive. Less than 3,000, 
000 people speak the Finnish language. Their country 
is a comparatively bieak and unimportant pocket of 
land between Russia the Gulf of Bothnia. They 
have played a minor part im political affairs. Their 
natural resources are insufficient to make them 
rich. They are not counted important when the 
elder statesmen around the council tables add up the 
armies and navies which f shifting balances 
of power. They are not counted at all. 

And it is astonishing how little this matters when 
an athletic struggle sifts out those individuals who 
are pre-eminent for physique and endurance. Among 
all the 45 mations entered, not one could have given 
Finland more than a good workout had the United 
States been unrepresented. Even the United States 
had no single star to exhibit who looked so much 
like a superman gs the imperturbable Paavo Nurmi, 
who competed in four distance events, took first in 
them all and appeared, after running his competitors 
fairly off their legs, as unruffled as when he started.

Fires frem other causes, such as carelessness of

There is bat one way to guard against it, by light- 
ning conductors. It might be worth while for the 
Forestry Department to experiment. with a view to 
finding out what is possibie along this line. Light- 
nine tods protect a given area around them. The 
waste from forest fires is so costiy that if reds can 
prevent some of it. the experiment would be worth 
trying.
